Spectacular 





South-East-Asia's first light and 
sound project is situated at 
Bandar Hilir's Padang 
Pahlawan in Malacca.

PLACES OF INTEREST 


o The Stadthuys (4) St. Paul's Church 


pos 


Situated in the Dutch sguare are 
solid testimonies to Dutch masonry 
and woodwork skills, with heavy 
hard wooden doors, thick masonry 
walls and wrought-iron hinges. 


The Stadthuys, believed to have 
been completed in 1650, once 
housed the Dutch Governors and 
their retinue, Only one room still has 
the original wooden floral ceiling of 
the 17th century. The Stadthuys 
now houses the Malacca 
Historical Museum where 
authentic Portuguese and Dutch 
relics as well as traditional 
Chinese and Malay bridal 
costumes are displayed 


@ Christ Church 


Ceos CHURCH MELATA 





This is an exquisite piece of Dutch 
architecutre, completed in 1753. 


The length is 82 ft, width-40 ft and 
height-42 ft. The ceiling beams were 
each cut from one single tree and 
have no joints at all. The handmade 
pews are the originals dating back 
over 200 years. Over the altar you 
can see a beautiful frieze of the 
“Last Supper” in glazed tiles. 








Originally known as the church of 
“Our Lady of The Hill", it was a 
chapel built in 1521 by a Portuguese 
captain known as Duarte Coelho 


The Dutch renamed the church ‘St 
Paul's and eventually made the 
church an extension of their fortress. 


When the Dutch completed the 
Christ Church in the red-painted 
Dutch Square in 1753, they made 
St. Paul's Hill into a burial ground 
for their noble dead. One can see 
huge tombstones measuring 8' high 
and 3%' wide; also tombstones with 
Latin and Portuguese inscriptions 


The open grave inside St. Paul is 
where St. Francis Xavier was once 
buried in 1553, before his body was 
moved to Goa in India 


8 (Porta De Santiago) 





This gateway is the remaining ruin 
of the once strong fortress built by 
the Portuguese in 1511 known as A 
Famosa.
